SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Your Selectmen held fifty-one regular Monday night meetings to conduct 
normal Town business, and to meet with the public. In addition to these the 
Selectmen held ten special meetings dealing with assessing, four dealing with 
roads, two to meet with taxpayers regarding their assessments, attended 
conferences dealing with assessing and with Welfare Guidelines, attended the 
Tax Sale, and assisted at four Electons. 

In the fall, the town boundaries were perambulated with representatives 
of adjacent towns. We would like to thank Luke Faust for assisting with this. 

We are extremely proud of the newly painted Town Hall, and the 
refinishing of the interior of the Veteran’s Hall by volunteers under the 
guidance of Mr. Gilman. Special thanks are due to Ruby Austin for organizing 
the stenciling of the walls in the Veteran’s Hall and to Mr. Kenneth Jewett of 
Peterborough for his technical assistance. 

In 1973, a new card system was established for assessing houses and other 
buildings. During this year, we have worked on a system of standards for 
assessing land, and hope to apply this in 1977, making all of our assessing by 
objective criteria. 

The major activity of our road program was the new steel bridge on 
Whipple Hill Road. This will eliminate the constant repairs we have had to 
make in recent years. Although money was appropriated for the crushing of 
gravel, we found that the evaluation of various sources, and the negotiations 
to procure the same dragged out through the summer and fall, and came to 
no happy conclusion. We will have new proposals for this year to present to 
Town Meeting. 

The cleaning and leveling of the Recreation Complex area was completed 
in time for the Town Fair, thanks to the committee consisting of George 
Blais, Harry Bennett, Leland Robbins, Robert VanBrocklin and Sue Brewer. 
Their report will be found elsewhere in this book. 

Gaining State approval for dredging and cleaning waterholes required too 
much time to allow the work to be done this year, but the appropriation will 
carry over, and the work done in 1977. 

We would like to thank the various Town Boards and Committees for 
their assistance and cooperation. It is our pleasure to announce that Bob and 
Sylvia VanBrocklin has consented to be custodians of the Town Hall and 
Veteran's Hall. 

During the year, we issued 26 Building permits, and referred one case to 
the Board of Adjustment.

RICHMOND BICENTENNIAL COMMISSION 


During 1976 many projects and activities sponsored by this Commission 
came to fruition. Town Fair Day, July 3, 1976, was the focal point of activity 
with a full day of events enjoyed by town folk and guests. The Recreation 
Committee under the chairmanship of Mrs. Sue Brewer, set up old time games 
for the pleasure of all. Arts and Crafts demonstrations by townspeople and 
guests were organized by Mrs. Sylvia VanBrocklin and a well planned enlarged 
version of 1975's parade was directed by Miss Christine Blais. A third quilt 
was made especially for the occasion was raffled for the benefit of the 
Bicentennial Commission while our two Town Quilts (one all hand quilted, 
the other tied) were on display in the library.

As the last strains of 
music and suns rays faded that evening, one could not help but feel it had 
been indeed a good beginning for the third century. 

Plans are now underway concerning 1977 the third and last but not least 
year of your Commissions existance. It will be a full one as this is Richmond’s 
two hundred twenty-fifth year of being and she will, | am sure, show forth 
her best. Our archives dedication will be on Memorial Day 1977 when various 
gifts which the archives has received will be publicly acknowledged and on 
display. We are greatful to all who have contributed cash (which we are using 
for acid free storage materials to preserve documents) and the many other 
items which people have given us to be included in the archives.

Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


1976 was a quiet year for the Planning Board which met monthly on the 
fourth Wednesday at the Town Hall. 

Only one Subdivision was approved, the Mary Hallas property on Taylor 
Hill Rd. was divided into two lots for the Hallas sons. 

The Board worked hard to revise and update the Zoning Ordinance to 
present a readable and orderly format to the Town Meeting. 

We were disappointed when the proposed Zoning was defeated ! by a vote 
of fifty to sixty. Copies of the Zoning were mailed to each household on the 
checklist with a letter asking for help and for suggestions as to why the 
amendment failed. The returns to this plea were so few as to be inconclusive. 

Our guess is that the districts, especially the village district were 
unacceptable to many, and also the Junk car restrictions. There does not 
seem to be objection to the Wet Lands Conservation District, and everyone 
seemed to agree that the new format made the Zoning Ordinance easier to 
understand. 

As there was so little interest shown the Board voted not to present any 
Zoning amendments to the 1977 Town Meeting. With revisions we will 
probably try for the 1978 Town Meeting. 

After holding a Scenic Roads Public Hearing in June on the proposed 
TRA work to be done on the Hatchery Road, the road was walked by the 
Planning Board and Selectmen in order to note any drainage problems. It was 
also recommended that no stone walls be harmed, and, as with the Bullcok 
Road, that as little clearing as possible be done. 

Betty Wicks and Jerry Merrifield joined the Planning Board in 1976 and 
Lee Robbins was the Selectmen’s representative.

To the Board of Selectmen: 


In accordance with the plans proposed by the committee in 1976, wooden 
signs have been erected at the South Cemetery, Middle Town Cemetery, Earl 
R. Howard Memorial Extension, and the Quaker Cemetery. To this date, 
none have been molested. White cedar posts were donated by a good friend in 
Chesham, N.H., and the committee installed the signs. 

The Benson Cemetery was mowed again, and the usual maintenance of the 
other cemeteries was performed. 

Under the supervision of Mr. Ahlberg, the Boy Scouts painted the board 
fence at the Middle Town Cemetery. 

The rough ends of the wall at the opening between the South Cemetery 
and the Memorial Extension were squared up, and the brush was cleared 
along the wall.

Report of the 
RICHMOND CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


The Richmond Conversation Commission hereby presents the following 
report of its activities for 1976: 

1. The restoration of the Quaker Cemetery was completed in time for the 
Richmond Town Fair. The work consisted of burning the brush cut last year 
and completing the removal of the rest of the brush and mowing the area. 
Some gravestones were reset, and the chains around individual lots were 
repaired, thanks to the co-operation of Frank J. Amarosa, Jr., who donated 
his time and equipment to make this possible. Hopefully, the town will see fit 
to include this historic spot in the regular cemetery operations. 
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2. In regard to monitoring the water quality of Cass Pond and the 
acquatic weed control program, the commission held a meeting with the 
Cheshire County YMCA and Shir-Roy Camp Grounds, to which the public 
was invited. 

It was agreed that the Conservation Commission would handle the funds 
that might be donated to assist in this work and accept donations, putting 
‘them into a Special Fund. For the town’s share, the commission donated 
$100.00 of its own funds, Camp Takodah donated $100.00, and Camp 
Shir-Roy donated $100.00. Luke Faust also made a donation. Fred Toot, 
Director of Camp Takodah, agreed to supervise the monitoring operations. 
The YMCA bought the monitoring equipment, and a report of the year’s 
activity will be available at a later date. Luckily, there were no outbreaks of 
acquatic vegetation this year. 

3. The commission manned an informational booth at the Richmond 
Town Fair and passed out pamphlets concerning forestry and conservation. 

4. Chairman Bennett accompanied the selectmen and Planning Board 
members on an inspection of the proposed TRA project on the Fish Hatchery 
Road at which time the removal of trees and the control of the Rice Brook 
situation were discussed. 

5. In order to protect the road leading into the Town Forest from Route 
32, Commissioner Quintard fashioned two locust barway posts and three 
bars, which have been installed. The purpose of this barway is to keep the 
road from being rutted by wheeled vehicles until the commission can make 
improvements on the road to enable citizens to go in and remove marked 
trees for firewood. A sign was erected at the barway welcoming hikers and 
nature enthusiasts to enjoy the Town Forest. 

6. The commission received a grant from the Agriculture Stabilization 
Service to perform fifteen acres of timber stand improvements in the forest. 
Owing to circumstances beyond our control, only about half of this work was 
completed, but we have been given an extension of time into 1977 to 
complete the project. 

7. The commission has held regular meetings or work meetings at least 
every month, and as soon as our minutes have been approved, a copy has 
been sent to the selectmen. 

For your own protection, the commissio urges anyone planning to either 
fill or dredge any wetland area to obtain a permit to do the work from the 
Water Resources Board in Concord. To obtain information, contact either the 
above mentioned agency in Concord or the Cheshire County Conservation 
District office in the Federal Building in Keene. The Keene telephone number 
is 352-3602. This office has all the necessary forms and can instruct anyone 
as to procedures. 

Many people have donated time, effort and money to our work, and we 
wish to thank everyone for this cooperation and help. The year 1977 should 
be a banner year.

This committee was formed this year to initiate the plans for developing 
the land behind the fire station, civil defense building and the library for 
recreational purposes. 

The first thing we did this year was to have Tom Christenton from the 
State Soil Conservation Service look at the property and then Harry Bennett 
drew up a map of the area. Bob Packard cut all the trees down and removed 
them from behind the civil defense building. 

We had Arthur Whitcomb in, after being low bidder, and remove all the 
stumps, load and haul them away to Guy Packard’s stump dump on the Pond 
Road. He also removed the stone wall and graded the entire area. He hauled 
in many yards of gravel for the parking lot behind the civil defense building. 
We had a few townspeople cut the trees behind the library that were marked 
by the Conservation Committee to thin it out for the proposed playground 
and picnic area. 

We also had a new entrance made going into the Quaker Cemetery.

And there is. that spirit of helpfulness only 
possible in a small town where we know one another and realize our 
dependence on one another. 

Richmond is an old town and a smail town, but a town rich in this spirit 
of community. We may not have many people — but we have the best people.
